Oatholic community ef Chicago have lost one of 
of the moat promising and certainly one of the 
most eloquent priests that ever appeared in this 
city. The of Father Terty is almost 
universally deplor and only affords an- 
other illustration of the cast-iron decipline 
of that theological Russia—the Chureb of Rome.

Another de- 
liverance on this subject has been made by the 
Governor of New Hampshire in his inaugural 
address. He takes the same position as Mr. 
Bright, saying: Laws, to be effective, must be 
in harmony with public sentiment, but this prin- 
ciple has in a great degree been overlooked or 
disregarded in our temperance legislation.”

bilities, resuming specie-payment, and placing the 
money-basis of the country upon sound footing; also 
making the United States the money-centre of the 
world, Congrers has the right, under the Constitution 
of the United States, to do this,—it giving them the 
power to coin money, and regulate the value thereof, 
and of foreign coins. A change of this nature could 
not fail to be appreciated by alland bring prosperity 
to the country.

Then the United States, 
having twice as much money «as it had before, 
will be twice as well able to pay off ita debt. It 
will have twice as many dollars in proportion to 
its debta, and be that much better prepared to 
return to specie-payments. Then, too, as Mr. 
Hindman says, the United States will be the 
money-centre of the world, for all the gold 
in the world will flow here to get itself 
doubled.

change his skin, and so spare us the necessity of 
passing the Civil-Wrongs bill in order to keep 
800,000 voters inside the Republican party. 
We fear the Hon. Pig-Iron has not 
reflected on the possible consequences of his 
amendment. Mark that provision about ‘‘horned 
horses.” Suppose some sinfal soul manufac- 
tures horned horses across the Canadian bor- 
der and imports them, nominally for the Zoolog- 
ical Gardens.

could produce everything, if the foreign product 


were but taxed out of our markets. If elephant, 
horned horse, tiger, leopard, and kangaroo 
have not already been bred under glase roofs 
in this country, is is because Africa 
and Asia have been allowed to compete with us. 
No well-regulated circus is without its kangaroo. 
And yet we stand idly by and see the gentle 
creature hopping oer Australian plains on his 
way to American sawdust, canvas, and cages. If 
he were but properly taxed, say $10 per pound 
and $250 per capita, 40 per cent ad valoreni, 
with forfeit of the whole invoice if any infant 
kangaroos were concealed within the maternal 
pouch, American labor might be employed in 
producing him. Think how many men could 
gain a livelihood by the herding of kangaroos. 
The first necessity would be a gigantic hot- 
house. Hundreds of glass-blowers, and iron- 
to say noth- 
ing of iron and coal-miners and tool- 
makers, e al, would be required in 
order to ges the materials together. 
The operation of building would require brick- 
lavers, hod-carriers, carpenters, plumbers, etc. 
All these men would have to be supplied with 
tools. When the plumbing began, the lead- 
mines of Illinois would be drawn upon. Then, 
as our first-born kangaroos would doubtless die, 
nearly all these efforts would have to be repeated 
for a long time. What a vieta of employment for 
American labor opens before us here. When 
the first perfect specimen was produced, it 
would be in demand, not only for the circus, but 
for other uses. The kangaroo 2 
rapid transit possible. Business men, motnted 
on it, would skip down Michigan avenue and 
beat the Hyde Park trains all hollow. The post- 
man would sigh for a kangaroo. The crea- 
ture runs better up hill than on a level. 
What more could a letter-carrier in the 
business district want?

The address of Henry O. Klausen, President 
of the Brewers’ Convention, and the address of 
the Convention itself to the public, are interest- 
ing, as showing the present condition of the 
liquor business, the capital invested in it, the 
consumption of its products, the revenue ob- 
tained from it, the prospect of success in sup- | 
pressing it or curtailing it, eto.

The capital invested in 
breweries is $89,910,823; in malt-houses, 
$16,707,793; in barley-lands, $44,554,120; 
in hop-lands, $1,603,960, making a total 
of $152,776,696. The number of per- 
sons employed directly or indirectly in the 
manufacture was 66,477. The total in- 
ternal revenue for the year ending June, 1873, 
from all sources, was $112,747,772, and the 
total receipts from the taxes on stimulating 
beverages, $61,424,819, or 55 per centof the 
whole. These figures show that the advocates 
of total abstinence are opposed by an amount of 
capital equal to $152,776,696, and by an army of 


liquor trade! The movers. in prohibitory meas- 
ures will do well to think over these figures. So 
long as the appetite of the people is so 
kind, no 
abolish the trade, The 
appetite is the root of’ the evil. The 
appetite must be eradicated if the evil 
would be cured ; and who ever heard that an ap- 
petite was changed by an agt of a Legislature ? 

We attach very little importance to the argu- 
ment in the address to thé people of the 
United States” that a prohibitory law would 
have the effect of diminishing the income of the 
Government.

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THE FRAUD OF THE FISHERS. 

The Fishers are of Florida. They resemble 
the Aposties, in that they are fishers of men 
Congressmen. The resemblance stops at this 
point. The story of the Fisher fraud is, in 
brief, this: In 1813, when the Creek war was at 
its height in Florida, the Creeks destroyed the 
houses, herds, and crops of one George Fisher. 
Then the troops came up and probably saved the 
lives of the family. It was a great pity. Anon, 
the original Fisher died. His widow consoled 
herself with a new husband. They lived together 
nearly a score of yoars in honest poverty. Then 
they tried to gain dishonest wealth. The hus- 
band of Mra. Fisher petitioned Congress for 
damages, alleging that the pursuing soldiers had 
destroyed part of the crops, herds, etc. This was 
about 1832. Congress rejected the unproven claim. 
By 1848 the Fishers were really in need of 
money. In caime their petition. It was decided 
that the troops did half the damage. Accord- 
ingly the indefatigable family got an award of 
$8,873, which was just half the original loss. 
This sum was probably absorbed in lawyers’ fees, 
for the beggars begged again the same year. 
This time they got interest for sixteen years on 
the award, This amounted to $8,997.94. This 
kept them only a year. In 1849 they bagged in- 
terest from 1813 to 1832,—to-wit, $10,004.89. As 
they had now been paid more than they orig- 
inally claiged, with interest dating back to 
twenty years before they made the claim, they 
might have been satisfied. Bat they were not. 
In 1854they handed in the regular petition. This 
time they were rebuffed. In 1858 John B. Floyd 
was Secretary of War. Here was agolden chance. 
The Fishers got their claim transferred to the 
War Department. Floyd figured on it and dis- 
covered that three-fourths of the damage had 
been done by the troops! So the Fishers got a 
little less than $40,000 cash. Ia 1860, after 
their documents had been improved by forgeries, 
and the prices of the produce and cattle had 
been put at figures that a Parisian would have 
thought exorbitant during the siege, they 
attacked. Floyd again. That watch-dog of 
the Treasury now made up his mind that all the 
damage had been done by our troops. He accord- 
ingly ordered the payment of $66,519.85 to the 
Fisher heirs. Before thiscould be done Congress 
dnterposed, much as it did in the Chorpenning 
job. During the War stealing was not done in 
this way. The chance came, however, after- 
ward, The Fighers had survived, of course. 
The heirs to claims never die out. Will Anneke 
Jans ever be bereft of descendants? In July, 
1870, Senator Garret Davis presented the Fisher 
claim for $66,519.85. In the Gala) for August 
of that year Mark Twain published the story of 
the swindle. ‘It apparently killed it. The Fish- 
ers sent an ef-Congressman from California to 
Buffalo to see Twain. ‘he latter declined, 
however, to be silenced. True to his word, he 
has again exposed the fraud. There is need of 
exposure, for, incredible as it seems, the House 
Committee on Military Affairs has just reported 
in favor of paying this Fisher claim! The 
heirs of a man whose farm was ravaged by In- 


dians in 1813 have already been paid $66,- 


579.85, or about eight times their original claim, 
on the false plea that United States troops 
did the damage, and now ask for $66,848 more, 
with interest. - and a committee of presumably 
sane, non-idiotic men report in favor of giving 
it to them.

She consented to 
this in order to give her husband the stand- 
ing of a man of means, and possibly a 
feeling of independence, But when the prop- 
erty was deeded back, the deed was made to 
Terrell alone. A similar transaction is alleged 


| at the time Terrell was appointed Paymaster in 


the army. Mrs. Terreli then deeded property to 
her husband's father, in order that he might be 
in a condition to furnish the requisite bonds for 
his son; and it is charged that, in conveying 


back the property, it was deeded to Terrell him- 


self, and not his wife, to whom it belonged. It 
is said that, at no time during their married 
life, did Terreil support his wife, but that he 
spent all his salary and earnings in dissipation 
and debauchery. It is also charged that he con- 
sorted with prostitutes, boasted of it to his 
wife, told her they were as good as 
she, and emphasized his insults with 
threats and the menace of flre-arms and bowie- 
knives. On two occasions he is charged with 
having attempted to chloroform his wife in 
the night. All this time he is said to have been 
squandering his wife’s money. In a word, he is 
characterized as a gambler, a sponge, a liber. 
tine, a blackguard, anda bully. It is inci- 
dentally noticed, by way of establishing his 
character as a hypocrite, that, while publishing a 
Republican newspaper, he sold a negro into 
Southern slavery and put the proceeds into the 
newspaper. 

It is strange that a man could maintain the 
appearance of respectability, hold a prominent 
place in public and social life, keep friends 
about him, and gain office, while his private life 
was so corrupt and revolting. To be a fiend 
to his wife and a terror to his family, while the 
world thought him a man of sensitive honor 
and social ‘refinement, is a curious but 
not altogether exceptional condition of things. 
We only see the skeletons in other people's 
closets when they are brought into the courts, 
or accidentally exposed by somecalamity. Even 
the Court, in this case, might not have brought 
out the full extent of infamy if Terrell's passion 
had not led him to kill one of Mrs. Terreli's 
lawyers. Then it became necessary to probe old 
sores that might have been left untouched. It 
was both necessary and proper that the asper- 
sions which Terrell had put upon his wife in 
order to vindicate himself should be cleared 
away. Her justification could only be secured 
by the exposure of hisinfamy. If Terrell has 
been guilty in the degree charged upon him, the 
penalty will be a hard one. He will suffer not 
only the odium of public eontempt, but his 
shooting of Myers will henceforth be regarded 
as a flagrant and unprov oked murder. 
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THE ADMISSION OF NEW MEXICO. 

The present effort of certain politimans to get 
New Mexico admitted as a State rest upon very 
flimsy considerations. They have succeeded in 
earrying the measure through the House, and it 
is now pending in the Senate, and, unless some 
more weighty reasons are offered than have yet 
been presented, there the bill should rest. The 
inconsiderate haste with which it was forced 
through the House is of itself a reason why the 
more considerate Senate should carefully weigh 
both sides of the question. It has been sprung 
upon Congress by ambitious politicians, both in 
and out of New Mexico, who are anxious for 
power and plunder. The admission of 
New Mexico would give that State 
two Senators in Congress. It would 
create the various offices connected with a State 
Government, and give scheming, smbitious 
men the influence growing out of the appointing 
power. At the same time, it would make New 
Mexico the very hot-bed of corruption, and it 
would be the signal for a general flocking 
thitherwarde of the carpet-bag knaves who are 
always lying in wait for just such opportunities. 
and who would enjoy even greater opportunities 
for plander in that distgnt country, among its 
ignorant population, than they have had in the 
Southern States. The advancement of poli- 
ticians and the interests of carpet-baggers do 
not offer any valid reason for the admissi ae 
this Territory ; on the other hand, they consti- 
tute a valid reason why the admission should be 
denied. We have bummers and scalawags 
enough without adding to their number by con- 
tributions from New Mexico. 

The actual condition of the Territory itself, 
however, furnishes the strongest reason of all 
against this abeurd policy. The population of 
New Mexico by the last census was 91,871. That 
it has not increased materially since that time 
may be inferred from the fact that the census 
shows a falling off since 1960 of nearly 3, 000. 
This population 1s composed of Spaniards, Mex- 
icans, half-breeds, and an insignificant sprink- 
ling of Americans. The principal city, Santa 
Fe, has increased just 130 in population in the 
last ten years. The English language is scarcely 
spoken in the Territory. The business of legisla- 
tion and the Courts is mainly conducted in Span- 
ish. The majority of the people cannot read or 
write. There are only five newspapers pub- 
lished in the Territory, and their combined cir- 
culation amounts only to 1,010, Until within 
two years ago there was not a public school in 
the Territory, It has no telegraph lines, no 
railroads, no commerce, no wealth. 

Under such circumstances as these, of what 
profit will the admission of New Mexico be to 
the Union? Wherein will any strength accrue 
from the admission of this scanty and unintelli- 
gent population of Mexican and Spanish half- 
breeds? Will New Mexico in its present condi- 
tion ever prove anything but a corrupt and rot- 
ten member of the National family,—contribut- 
ing nothing in business, intelligence, commerce, 
wealth, or strength to the general partnership, 
and only furnishing facilities for plunder to un- 
principled politiciaus? The avenues to fraud 
and corruption are sufficiently accessible now, 
without opening a new and broad one through 
New Mexico, and one which will be constantly 
improved, owing to its distance from the centre 
of authority and the low condition of the intel- 
ligence of its people.

build houses. The people of Chicago and other 
American cities also appear to be utterly insen- 
sible to the experience of the. past. If all the 
fires of the last twenty-five years could be prop- 


easily get at the fire to put it out. Though 
using wood as freely as before the great fire, 
owners and architects neglect to provide those 
means for extinguishing fires which our oft- 
repeated and costly experience has shown to be 
valuable and effective. Oneof these, especially 
in high buildings, is placing in the outside walls 
iron pipes, to be connected at the bottom with 
the steamers, and having fire-plugs with hose in 
each story. It has been proved over and again, 
even if the engines have the power, that it is 
almost impossible to make flexible hose strong 
enough to throw water to the tops of most of our 
buildings. Hence, when a fire gets started near 
the roof in any of them, the entire store with 
its contents is most commonly destroyed. 

Of the truth of all this owners and insurance 
companies had a lesson, to the sum of $360,000, 
last Monday morning, in the loss of the large 
wholesale boot and shoe store of M. D. Wells & 
Co. The fire was discovered at ite very com- 
mencement in the roof or upper story, and the 
Department was promptly op the spot with an 
engine. Comprehending the danger, the Chief 
Officer at once summoned the entire Depart- 
ment; but, with all their best machines, the 
building and its contents were burned to the 


‘ground. The steamers could not throw a suffi- 


cient amount of water on the fire to put it out. 
Had there been iron pipes in the walls, as above 
suggested, to which one or more steamers 
could have been attached, probably $300,000 
could have been saved at this very fire. Itis 
stated also that the stairways were so narrow 
and inadequate that the firemen could not get 
up them with their hose. These and other 
faults in construction should “be prevented by 
stringentlaws. Underwriters should make large 
and just discrimuvations in favor of buildings 
that are properly constructed. This would very 
soon bring owners and architects to terms, and 
we should not be likely to see an entire building 
again burned down with the whole Departmens 
on the ground very soon after the fire com- 
menced. 

The fire of Tuesday morning does not suggest 
very cheerfal reflections, There was scarcely any 
wind; and one naturally inquires, if the whole 
Department could not put out one building, 
what would have been the extent of the disaster 
if the wind had been blowing a gale, or if two or 
three fires had started at the same time ?
